excessive cost. The bill is second 
only to the bi-lingual ballot in 
creating administrative 
nightmares.” 

Ketchum pointed out that 
postcard registration has been 
tried in several states, but has 
not been successful. “It did not 
increase voter turnout, but it did 
cost a fortune. Worst of all, it 
heavily increased the possibilities 
for voter fraud,” he said. 

‘“‘This Federal effort 
combines the worst of all 
previous attempts to register 
voters by postcard, and removes 
a. traditional responsibility from 
the states. Verification of voter 
identity and residence will be 
impossible - what’s to stop an 
individual from voting two, 
three, or more times? 

“The classic joke of everyone 
in the graveyard voting may well 
come to pass as Uncle Sam once_ 
again steps in and accomplishes 
nothing!” Ketchum concluded.

$688,054 and a general reserve of $75,000. 

Simonsen pointed out that the major change is that the 
anticipated additional income of $551,000 from Senate Bill 1641 
has been reduced to $193,465 which has been placed in the 
appropriation for contingencies.
